The City Councils passed an ordinanoce to pay
over one hundred and sixteen thousand dollars
to the old Kane Police foroe, dismissed soon
after the 191h of April riot for disloyalty, many
of whom went Bouth and fought agalnst the
United Slates. One member of Council en-
dorsed the bridge burning and sll other acts of
the Rebels, asserting that if necessary the same
thing would be repeated.
